Reports in the Hongkong 
papers (says the Jepan Ch ronicle) 
show that Hongkong shares in 
the unprecented rise in the price 
of sugar. One of the largest 


¢| dealers intaw sugar in the Colony: 


when interviewed stated that the 
price of Java sugar before the 
armistice was as low as 5 guilders 
(¥4.75), but-owing to the heavy 
demands for the European 
markets later rose to between Y21 
and Y24.50 per picul. In the first 
part of July, however, there was 
a sudden jump and sugar rose at 
one time ‘to over Y45' per picul. 
This was due.to local speculative 
buying, especially by the 
Japanese. who had purchased 
enormous stocks. Since then the 
price had fallen somewhat 
and stood at about Y3i,per pjcul 
The price in, Java had also 
risen but not in the same prop- 
tion. As to how long the high 
prices would remain, this was a 
question of supply and demand. 
Speculative buying bad caused a 
shortage and as soon as the 
unusual demand, which. was 
mostly by Japanese. had ceased, 
the price would drop. It is in- 
teresting to read_ of the specula- 
tive purchases by Japanese. Ja- 
pan imports a certain quantity of 
sugar mostly under No. 15 Dutch 
Standard, which is partly offset 
by ber export. of refined sugar.-In 
1918 the.import was 2,798,260 
piculs and the export 1,908,781 
piculs, but this was a record year 
for imports.. Generally. the ex- 
port exceeds the import. us in 
1917 when 1,315,484" piculs 
were imported. and 2,246,656 
picals exported. Japan this year 
up to the end imported 1,539,240 
piculs of suger. about.three times 
as much asin the corresponding 
period of 1918 and zbout'l0 times 
as much as in 1917. That prices 
should be so high with,all this
